Miuers Alive Prove

Q u in c y , 
111., July 4.—The

talked of leap from a balloon was made 
by Professor Thom as S. Baldwin at the 
fair grounds of this city to-day. 
Over 
20,000 people witnessed the* perform­ 
ance, which was a very daring one. 
Baldwin ascended to the height of one' 
mile and then holding hi* p a ra c h u te 
launched himself into 
■ pace. 
The 
parachute waa about eighteen fset in 
diam eter and mude of cords and strong 
■ilk. 
YVhen th a jum p was made it was 
closed aad for tbe first two hundred 
feet the aeronaut dropped 
like a rock, 
then as the parachute expanded the 
speed becamo less rapid and then-ronant 
und his strange apparatus floated stead­ 
ily down like a bird. 
It was a grand 
Bight and the descent was accomplished 
in 3 minutes, 20 seconds. 
Baldwin 
struck the ground with some foroe, but 
not enough to injure him. 
The deaoent 
varied about a quarter of a mile from 
the vertioal and tbe professor struok the 
ground about a mile and a half from 
where the ascent was made. 
His a t­ 
tem pt to collapse the ballooon when 
jum ping tailed, and it soared away sky­ 
ward when relieve<i of his weight. 
Baldwin is a native of Quincy and 26 
years old. He woe for a number ef years 
engaged in the newspaper business here, 
but for the lost few years has been 
studying athletics and ballooning. 
He 
made a similar leap in California last 
wiator, tbe distance being 1000 feet.

TKE TRADES REPRESEN TED. 


Tha Most Magnificent Turnout 
Ever Seen on the Streets 
of Los Angeles. 


Toe glorious Fourth, the day which 
every oitizsn of the United States feels 
in duty bound to celebrate, opened very 
auspiciously in this city yesterday morn­ 
ing, and from the early dawn until after 
midnight the snap of the small fire­ 
cracker and the deafeniug explosion of 
the bomb denoted that the children, both 
small and grown up, had given them 
selves over to the patriotic feeling which 
has larked hidden in their breasts for 
just a year. The populace, as a general 
rule, did uot retire early SuDday uight, 
many of them remaining up to celebrate 
the opening of the day. 
Promptly as 
the clock struck twelve bombs were set 
off, guns were tired and a general shout 
arose, and then all retired to await the 
coming dawn. A few urchins, eager 
to burn their fireworks, arose long be­ 
fore daybreak, and the firecracker begau 
to awaken the people before the dawu 
began to show in tho eastern sky, but it 
waa not until sunrise, when a canon sa­ 
lute was tired, that there was a general 
awakening. Breakfasts were <-aten hur­ 
riedly, and ns early as 8 o'clock the 
streets began to till up with those who 
took on interest in the procession, 
wbioh was aunounced to move nt 0 
o’clock. 
It was at this time that 
some idea of the populousnesa of the 
city could be obtained, for it waa calcu­ 
lated that fully three-foartha of all the 
citizens were on the streets over which 
the procession waa to pass. 
At nine 
o’clock not only did the sidewalks ap­ 
pear to be crowded but every window 
on both «idea of the streets, every bal­ 
cony and awning, and even the house­ 
tops were tilled with those who deaired 
to see the parade, which all expected 
would be the grandest ever witnoased in 
thia city. At thia time various divisions 
of the procession marched hurriedly past 
to take their places in the line, and 
from nine o’clock until half-past ten 
there w h s a bustle about the streets 
which haa uever been seen here before. 
Theu matter* quieted down and those 
in the assemblage stood or remained in 
their places waiting patiently for the 
prucessiuu to oomc. As was expected it 
did not move at the time appointed, 
but tbe delay was not longer thuu 
three-quarters of an hour, and the peo­ 
ple had only commenced to seel fatigued 
when they were rewarded by the mov­ 
ing columns of patriotio citizens. 
THE FORMATION. 
Between 8 and 9 o’clock tho varioua 
orgauizit'ouH which were to take p.irt in 
the parade arrived iu the vicinity of 
Main and Seventh streets aud took the 
positions assigned to them, aud during 
ibis hour there was au unwonted activ- 
tty iu the neighborhood. A largo num­ 
ber of citizens thought they would be 
able to inspect the different divisions 
better here than daring the march aud 
the streets where those who participated 
formed waa lined with a throng of sight­ 
seers. These people did not retard tbe 
formation greatly but consequent upon 
•uch an immense undertaking there 
were a great many preliminary details 
which delayed the start about three- 
quarters of an hour. 
THE PARADE. 
The first division formed in Main 
street with the right reuting on Seventh, 
and consisted of the following: Captaiu 
J. C. Oliver, Marshal, aml twenty five 
mounted aids; the Seventh Infantry band; 
Brigadier-General John R. Mathews and 
staff, Chief of Staff, Major L. 8. Butler, 
Majors C. H. Watts, E. L. Stern, W. D. 
Stephenson, Captains Dan McFarland, 
Fred Potts. 
THE EAULE CORPS. 
Major W. H. H. Russell and staff. 
These weio followed by Companies A 
and C of the Seventh Infantry Battalion 
“Eagle Corps," in which were about a 
hundred militiamen. 
These marched 
throughout the entire pirado in ex­ 
cellent order and headed as they were 
by tho mounted aids and staffs they 
formed a very interesting leading for 
that which followed. Brigadier General 
Milos, United States Army aiul staff iu 
carriages, ooeupyed the post of honor, 
escorted in front by the militia and be­ 
hind by the members of the Grand Army 
of-the Republic. Preceding the Grand 
Army of the Republic was Frauk Bart­ 
lett Post Drum Corps, whose martial 
music reminded the boys behind of 
past times when they marched to tho 
same music for more serious purposes. 
The Geloieh Drum Corps olso turned out 
quite strongly, und wero placed imme- 
Oiatily in front of tho Post of tho same 
name. Over a hundred members of the 
Frauk Bartlett, L. S. Butler command­ 
ing Stanton, A. M. Thornton, com­ 
manding, and Gelcich Posts, A. M. 
Hamilton commandiug, turned out, and 
these wero followed by the Sons of Vet­ 
erans, F. M. Gilbert commanding, about 
thirty strong. The rear of this diviaiou 
was ocoupied by Veterans of tho Mexi­ 
can war in carriages.

THE NATIVE SONS, 
Tbe third divtaon formed on Spring 
street, right renting on Seventh, left 
thrown bock toward Sixth. This was 
headed bv the Meine Bros.’ band, fol 
lowed by K. G. Weyse, Marshal and 
staff. Following the advance were alle­ 
gorical tableaux representing the history 
of the State. First came an old Mexi­ 
can oarrets, or cart, drawn by two fat 
oxen and driven by au old native Cali­ 
fornian, with, Mexican boys on foot 
urging the oxen forward. This repre­ 
sented the primitivo Californian, and 
woe quite a curiosity. It wa- followed 
by a wagon contiaing .completo miner’, 
outfit, decorated w ill *•>« nation»] col­ 
ore. The territoriel pioneer» and IJsre, 
in carriages, formed quite a large par 
of this division, and there were many 
well-known faces among them. Los 
ADgeles Parlor No. 45, N. S. G. »>. 
turned oat about forty strong and was 
followed bv Ramono Parlor No. U, A 
8. O. IV.. containing eixty. The m.rc 
brra of the latter Parlor bad taken 
enough interest in tho celebration to 
provide themselves with Japanese um­ 
brellas and fans, and these added greatly 
to their appearauce. This Parlor es­ 
corted the officers of the day in car­ 
riages. Following was the Turnverein 
Get mania forty strong, and the Aus­ 
trian Véroia, fifty strong. Both of these 
orders presented a tine appearance, as 
also did the A. 0. H., which turned out 
over seventy-five. The latter brought 
up the rear of this division. 
FOURTH DIVISION. 
The Fourth Division formed on Spring 
street, right resting on Seventh street, 
left thrown back toward Eighth street. 
This division wus headed by W. T. 
Williams, marshal, and staff, followed 
by Fred Doha’ band. Tho Carpenters’ 
Union turned out over 250 men. Each 
of theso carried a square bound with 
ribbooB of the national colors and orna­ 
mented with small flags. 
The Sheet Metal Workers’ division was 
beaded by a canopied wagon, iu which 
was huog a huge silvered bell represent­ 
ing the Independence bell with its his­ 
torical crack. There were about seventy- 
five metal workers in line and these 
were followed by the Bikers’ Union, the 
forty members of which were dressed in 
white aprons and caps. The Los Ange­ 
les Baso Ball Club and the Athletics 
turned out in uniform and closed this 
division, iu which was included the rep­ 
resentation of the seal of California with 
a live grizzly bear and the Goddess 
Minerva. 
This was immediately followed by a 
soetiic wagon carrying the the two cannon 
usually seen ut the court house. These 
were on support* on wuioh was inscribed 
“Relics of 1847,” anil 
“General 
Kearney.” 
THE FIFTH DIVISION. 
The Fifth Division formed on Fort 
street, right resting on 7th, left thrown 
back toward Sixth street. This was 
headed by the Norwalk Band und was 
devoted to the Fire Department. 
Wal­ 
ter S. Moore Chief Engineer and D A. 
Moriarty First Assistant came first. Tne 
Exempts came next with a very hand­ 
somely decorated cart drawn by Shet­ 
land ponies. The engines and hose 
carts following were No. 1 J • Kuhns, 
No. 2 W. S. Moore, No. 4 Vigilauce 
Hook & Ladder Co. No. 1, Park Hose 
Co. No. 1. East Los Angeles Co. No. 2, 
and Morris Vineyard Hose Co. No. 3. 
AU of the engines and car'.s were pol­ 
ished to the highest pitoh and deco­ 
rated nicely. 
The Morris Vineyard 
Hose Co. presented a fine appearance in 
their uniforms as they drew an old time 
cart handsomely decorated. 
THE TRADES. 
The Sixth Division was very interest­ 
ing from the fact that it presente 1 the 
different industries to the people and 
gave them an idea sf what is being done iu 
this city, of which they seem to have no 
adequate idea. It was headed by Eu­ 
gene Germain Marshal and staff, and the 
Santa Ana Baud followed by the city 
aud couuty offioiala in carriages. All of 
the following firms named made very 
handsome displays, draped aud deco­ 
rated with flags.

THE LINE OF MARCH. 
At about a quarter to ten o’clock tho 
procession moved, headed by a_ platoon 
of mounted police, along Slain street 
uorth to the plazi, and as the various 
portions passed the different localities of 
the towu they were greeted with cheers 
and considerable euthusiasm prevailed. 
At the plpza the line turned und coun­ 
termarched to Temple street, where it 
turoed iffto Spring street. 
At this 
point, although especially requested to 
keep off tho streets on the line of the 
procession, two one-horse cars driven by 
stupid drivers stationed themselves, 
when they know the procession wai 
coming and they might have remained 
on First street until after the parade 
was over. Ai one of the wagon» be­ 
longing to a brewing company passed 
the postoifice, tbe supports gave way 
and the kegs rolled into the street, de­ 
lay iug a largo part of the procession 
for some time. The gap was closed up 
later and the line proceeded down 
Spriug to Third, to Fort, to Fifth, to 
the pavilion, where it disbanded. It 
ia estimated that forty thouaaud per­ 
sons witnessed the paradd, in which 
there were about five thousand persons, 
including the business dispay. 
THE D ECO RATIO N 8, 
As stated yesterday, tnere was no 
particular effort to decorate extensively, 
but almost everybody made some dis­ 
play, and the city wax, therefore, more 
generally decorated than on previous oc­ 
casions, On nearly every building was 
a flagpole, on tbe top of which the 
American flag floated in the gentle wind 
which prevailed during the day. These 
with the strings of iliga across the 
streets added greatly to the patriotic ap­ 
pearance of the city aud gave it the 
holiday look that was so enthusing.

Tho top and 
back ia magnificently draped with fine 
lace. In the center wiudow is an t x icfc 
imitation of the old “Liberty B. ll” made 
eutirely of fancy buttons. It bungs from 
tbe center of a beautiful canopy of red, 
white and blue ribbons. The bell is of 
a porfeot Bhape, showing the crack in its 
exact position, and bearing ou it* face 
the legend “ Proclaim libery throughout 
all the land, unto the inhabitants there­ 
of" made of smalt black letters. The bask 
of the window ia droped in red, white 
and blue bunting covered with laces. 
The base of the window is covered with 
the same colors, nicely pnffed. On one 
side starts the numbor 1776 and on the 
other 1887, worked in pearl buttons, 


Tfoe north window is draped in velvet, 
bunting and ribbons of national colors 
and beantifully trimmed with artifioial 
flowers of all kinds. Gu the base on a 
background of blue plush ia the number 
1776 made of bright flowers and sur­ 
rounded by wreaths and anchors of 
white camelias. They ore three of the 
handsomest windows ever dressed in 
this city, and show the ambition of this 
well known firm to eclipse all previous 
efforts. It is really one of the Fourth 
of July sights of the city, and visitors 
should not miss tbe treat of sceiug 
them. The work was all done by their 
window dresser, Mr. J. M. Walters, who 
had been engagid upon the design for 
more than three weeks previous to the 
Fourth.

DR. kCHKIEUBR’S REMARKS. 
After delivering the opening prayer in 
sbort speech Rabbi Schreiber said that 
sectarianism seould be kept out of our 
public schools, and referring to prohibi­ 
tion be said it was against tbe spirit of 
the Constitution to deprive an American 
citizen of the right to eat and drink what 
he wished. Speaking of the efforts to 
chang-i the Constitution of the United 
States he said “ Every so-called improve­ 
ment would jeopardize the country. 
From tiie great achievements that have 
already been made, by the Constitution 
as it stands we may gather tbe cheering 
promise of still greater possibilities yet 
to come.” 
MAYOR WORKMAN’S ADDRESS. 
The Honorable Mayor advanced to 
the front of tbe stage iuad delivered the 
following address of welcome: 
Laiks and dent lumen and Fellow 
Citizens:—The man who would not 
! upon ihia occasion appreciate a com­ 
pliment involved in his position as Presi­ 
dent of the Day and manifest such a 
failure to understand and properly esti­ 
mate his surroundings that we might 
well doubt the validity of his claim to 
j American citizenship. 
I The recurrence of this festival and its 
enthusiastic celebration afford unques- 
thnable proof that the patriotic impulse 
of America has not less -ned in energy 
or decreased in favor. A nation capable 
of surviving war and its attendant 
terrors is strong indeed, but the people 
who in hours of peace and national tran­ 
quility do not forgc9the noroes to whom 
tney are indebted for their happiness 
and safety may well feel assured that 
the corner atone of their g> vernm*-nt is 
maiBivo and will successfully resist the 
sssaults of time. 
Tbough it is not my purpose to make 
inore than a few introductory remarks, 
yet I cannot refrain from jointDg most 
heartily with you in thanking the all 
wise Ruler of tho Universe for the ines­ 
timable favors which He has showered 
upon ua and upon our common country. 
At peace with the world, respected 
and honored by all men—the protector 
of human liberty and the promoter of 
man’s advancement the United States 
holds the foremost place among nation*. 
The temporary estrangement* result­ 
ing from civil strife have ceased and are 
fast being forgotten. The gray hairs of 
warrior* who tested each others prowess 
in desperate conflict cow engage iu 
friendly converse, over the Btirriug 
scenes in which they so earnestly partici­ 
pated, and they congratulate each other, 
that iu spite of untold duugers the 
Union was preserved and mankind 
taught that the American Republic—the 
land of freedom and order was destined 
to live and flourish. 
If prosperity is an incentive to patri­ 
otio exertion none should rival the inhab­ 
itants of Los Augeles in fealiy to the 
stars and stripes. 
Hasting along the pathway of progress 
at a speed never before recorded, build­ 
ing greatness upon a basis of no ordinary 
solidity we ure justified in regarding our 
future as brighter than that of the resi­ 
dents of any other clime. 
Let us then commemorate as true 
Americans tbe glorira of our country 
and may we ever hold up to those who 
have a right to look to ub for advice, as 
worthy of admiration and imitating tbe 
great ones who framed the immortal 
declaration annou noing the independence 
of America, and lot us not forget tbo 
brave ones who maintained that decla­ 
ration and built in evidence of their sin­ 
cerity that grand Republican system un­ 
der which wo are to-day engaged in tho 
pursuits of happiness aud iu the enjoy­ 
ment of all the good things of earth. 
T U ^ O E M . 
Hon. J. C. Daly delivered the follow­ 
ing beautiful poem writeu by Mr. L. E 
Mosher: 
Hushed the roar aud the rush of traflic 
’Long tho hurrying marts of trade—

THE ORATION. 
The orator of the day, Calvin Edger­ 
ton, was introduced by Mayor Work­ 
man. He spoke substantially aa follows: 
Mr. President, ladies and fellow-citi— 
zens—Your honorable Mayor haa stated 
that yon were to be addressed by an elo- 
queut mao, and hence I want you to un­ 
derstand that he meatia ins, and If in my 
address before you to-day I could only 
rise to the eloquence of the situation I 
should be happy. As I sat here listening 
to the excellent reading of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence to-day, the story 
of an old Massachusetts farmer, on a 
similar occasion, leaked through my 
memory. He was asksd how he enjoyed 
it. 
“Splendid,” he replied. 
“You 
heard the oration?” “Yea; I heard two 
of ’em.” 
“Well, what do you 
think of 
them?” 
Well, a fellow 
got up and talked, and talked, till be 
reminded me of father’s old donkey, that 
sticka his head in a barrel and bray*, 
and brsys, until bo thinks he’* speaking 
to the whole universe. But after that 
another fellow was called up, and he 
called this speech the ‘ Declaration of 
Independence,’ and I tell you it waa tho 
grandest oration I ever heard." Tbe 
Deolaration of Independence i* tbe 
oration of the occasion, and I proclaim 
that it, is the best thought of the beet 
people today. 
It* principle* are broad 
and deep, and it shines in glory and 
honor in every star and every stripp ol 
onr flag, and what ia far better in every 
one of the heart* of all the people. I 
come here to offer my little tribute of 
honor to that Declaration today, and 
the train of my thonghts i* brought 
out 
by the utteranoe taken from 
on English author, and quoted from a 
mlpit in yonr city yesterday. 
“A 
xovernmeut of the people, for the peo- 
>te and by the people inay sound well, 
>ut it is an impracticable dream.” I 
stand on the principles of that declara­ 
tion to-day aud say that it is a lie. 
I 
say that when Jefferson penned that 
declaration, when Congress adopted it, 
when tbe army went forth to tight for it, 
they vindicated it for all time—forever. 
If there ore wrongs and abase* in oar 
form of government, if evil* have ariaea 
from popular suffrage, we may gb bock 
to that dtcluration and there, and there 
alone, find the remedy. 
Consider the 
spirit of that declaration. Our father» 
made no hostile demonstration againat 
peo ole or nations of contrary opinion, 
and 
to-day when 
the 
tneoriee 
of 
government 
are 
subversive 
to 
all 
true 
freedom, it 
ia 
well for as to get baok to that declara­ 
tion and see how these great men did on 
that great aud momentous occasion. 
They asserted tbe truth. The magna 
charts is extolled throughout English 
history and every Briton points to it aa 
the source of the rights of personal 
liberty. But mark the d'ffereuce be­ 
tween that document and our Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
Tbe magna 
charts waa a concession from a sovereign 
and it was sifted down through the lines 
of Eirta and Dukes in small doses to 
the oonimon people. It was from a 
sovereign, to whom it was believed to 
belong by Divine authority, to the peo- 
de of the empire. Our fathers came 
lorward asserting the rights of man, 
asserting tho selfhood of the individnaL 
Tbe declaration representa the rights of 
inau crowned with a diadem, jeweled in 
heaven. In tbe grand course of the 
words “When in the oourse of human 
events,” etc., not by any system of 
philosophy but by God Almighty, and 
no government has the right to deprive 
us of those rights. 
I say that the Republic is not an ideal 
government. Where does the govern­ 
ment get its power? Was it from a di­ 
vine right of an individual to govern 
the masses? This declaration says that 
the government gets it spower from the 
oonsent of tbe governed. Does such a 
government not require intelligence for 
its maintenance? 
When a man says 
that the results of such a government is 
evfl, I say no. When abuses beoome in­ 
tolerable the people do but assert their 
rights when they rise up aud demand 
rhe power that is vested in them. The 
Declaration of 
Independence is the 
grand chart by whioh the republic mast 
bo governed. For years in the history 
of the government it was assailed with 
a deadly influence, ostensibly underlying 
the declaration, bat how grandly did the 
republic pass through that struggle! If 
we consider what will sustain the life 
giving principle of the nation, whence 
the government d rives its power and 
intelligence, we are brought back to the 
knowledge of the deolaration iu whioh 
tbe government has been so successfully 
administrated. The principles enforced 
iiP that famous document should be 
taught iu every school from the primary 
to tho college, and it should not be said 
as waa onoe remarked by a prominent 
writer, that we graduate our boys stuffed 
with Greek ana Latin, but uot oue of 
them would be able to tell whether 
Christ wan crucified on Calvary or Bunker 
Hill. Ba>ed as our methods are on the 
mtelligenco of the people it is the duty 
of our educators to see that they are 
thoroughly grafted into the minds of oar 
yoath. Aud out of that Declaration 
comes the cooatitation, and thia oould 
never hive been framed had it not been 
for the previous adoption by the oom- 
mou people of the Declaration of 
Independence. Not only are we 
indebted 
to the noble 
father» 
who signed this document, but equally 
to of the masses who gave of thslr blood 
for the protection. It was the common

If it euds In brouchltis It 
usually passes off as a cold on ilia chest, 
aud still the patient does n-.-.t feel entirely 
well. He feels tired and languid, and is iu- 
capablo of taking his usual amount of exer­ 
cise. and experiences a shortness of breath 
with more or less warmth in the palms of 
his bauds. Soon after this a cough appears, 
sccompaulcd by au expectoration of thick 
mucus, followed by a luctlc flush, loss of 
tlesh and strength and ulgbt sweat» con­ 
tinue, when the patieut assum es all the ap­ 
pearances of having a genuine case of con­ 
sumption.

In the later stage of the disease m e mucus 
membrane of the larger brouchial tube 
softeus, while iu the sm aller tubes aud air 
cells of the lungs the m ucus membrane be­ 
com es congested and iu flammed.

are uo cavaties nor tubercles in the lungs, 
but merely a wasting away of the larger 
bronchial tubes, aud death takes place 
from obstruction of the bronchial tubes and 
air cells of the lungs. 
The patient dies 
from exhaustion aud suffocation, being 
unable to expectorate the m ucus which 
accumulates iu the passage leading to tbe 
lungs, which In some cases is sticky and 
sm sll in quantity, but more commonly 
copious, of a light straw or yellowish greeo. 
Oftentimes streak a of blood make their ap-

At first these tubercles are ezoeedl- 
lngly minute, the patient not at all suspect­ 
ing their presence, gradually they develop 
Into more active dUSate, and then follows 
tb* train of symptoms which leaves no 
aqub; as to Its true character.

spitting of blood or alight streaks in the 
mucus Is the first Indication of tubercular 
deposits, or it may be a chilly sensation In 
the back, followed by more or less heat la 
iho palms of the bauds, or an afternoon 
flush ou the cheeks. The alow and gradual 
In ro ad s o f this forctf 01 consumptlou leave 
the sto m ach and appotlto undisturbed for a 
c o n sid e ra b le time.
